U.S. to push for free trade

BURLEY - Irma Gomci has to remain alert in the 
I5-by-15 foot cinder block cubicle In the American Falls 
Labor Camp that serves as her Idaho home off and on 
through No vcmber. 

The slim Texas migrant worker has to be vigilant 
from early spring when she first arrives there. That's 
when thecold wind blows In through the three cracks In 
the outer walls of her unit. 

After blocking out the wind with pieces of old 
clothing,. Ms. Gomez makes sure other holes In the 
walls are covered lo keep out any prying eyes of her 
neighbors. 

Then, too, there is the exposed gas heater pipe which 
poscsa worrisome danger to her seven-year-old boy. 

And, If that weren't enough, there Is the half door she 
must contend wlth.^Vandals havc'spIlnlcrGd half the 
flimsy, hollow-core plywood door. Hie farmer associa- 
tion sponsoring the camp hasn't fixed It despite her 
complaints. ■ - - - . 

Ms. Gomc7. was the first of 18 persons to testify 
Thursday about housing conditions for migrant and 
seasonal farmM-orkcrs hi Idaho at a hearing for the 
.Idaho Advisory Committee lo the Civil Rights 
Commlsdon. ' 

The picture painted Thursday by farmworkers, 
farmers, and federal and state agencies dealing with 
migrants mainly was of thp urgent need to correct 
serious housing shortages for mtgranl and seasonal 
formwoTkers and to update existing fnellltles. iMth 
privately and publicly owTicd. 

Mclvln and Diane Funk, a farm couple from 
American Falls, tesllflcd that they built u-orkcr 
housing on their farm yc?rs ago "fixed up the way you 
\vould if you lived there." with separate bedrooms, 
forced air heatand tllc floors. 

"It has been quite a successful way of holding onto 
the better help. Wc have more workers who want 
housing than .we have units. Wc need twice as much 
housing,"hesold.. 

However, alter 2'.i fruitless years Funk gave up 
tr>'lng to'gcl Farmers Home Administration loans to 
build more units. 

Funk said FmllA requires farmers to get a private 
bank loan at higher interest rates as soon as possible, 
which Isunfeasibl&Ior most farmers. 

John Cameron, a farmer and a member of the 
Minidoka Housing Authority, told of 4',-j years of 
frustration In trying to get FmllA to finance 
replacement of the "chicken coops"* provided for 
farmworkcrs'ln Norland,* 13 miles north of nupert.

Cameron said the Northslde Growers Association, 
which owns the Norland camp, has tried for 10 years to 
obtain an FmllA loan for new housing. The Minidoka 
Hcffislng Authority helped with the battle for five of 
those years. 

■ He said the federal agency refuses to approve the 
loan because It'wahts new housing built near Rupert 
instead of in Norland where the work is. 

Federal law prevents building homes Just for 
migrant workers, Cameron said, "The housing" 
authority fears U il builds near Rupert, the rooms will 
be occupied by food processing Plonl workers most of 
the time and farmworkeni still will be without 
adequate housing.

Junior high sports 
need involvememt 

If sports is any tiling, it's competition. 

But the value of competition woa't do an 
In.dividual much good when hcTfr she- is just 
watching from the sidelines. 
.The fine balance between the quest for victory 
and the quest for maximum participation in sports 
has always been difficult to achieve, tiut it appears 
that some schools and coaches strive for that 
balance better than others do. 

The need for an aggressive approach toward 
participation reached a level of nation-wide 
discussion a few years ago when a Wisconsin high 
school coach received considerable media ex- 
posure for playing everybody on the varsity 
football team, and giving just about everybody in . 
the school a shot at making that team. He stressed 
the fun aspect of the game, and let other coaches do 
the constant worrying about victory, get generally 
uptight and do the yelling at the kids at halftime. 

That coach's approach was, indeed, an extreme 
example of the participation aspect of scholastic, 
sports, but perhaps the other extreme was 
necessary to surface to balance out the epidemic of 
the win-at-all-costs attitude. 
" The scholastic sports debate has been around in 
Idaho for some years, too, of course, and the latest 
manifestation of this debate reared its head this 
week in Wendell where the board of education was 
fielding different thoughts on the approach junior 
high school sports should take. 

The junior high years are particularly important , 
in stressing the participation aspect of sports. 
Creating a winning, competltivtrTittltude in the 
minds of these young athletes and polishing certain 
athletic skills to a level approaching high school 
varsity caliber is important too, but not as 
i(pportant as giving everyone a fair chance. 

It seems that the besLathletlcmix- for a-junior- 
high school is 95 percent intramural — which could 
in it^U become quite competitive in nature with . 
the right organization — and 5 percent inter-school. 
That 10 percent is just enou^ to give the young 
athletes a taste of the big-time spdrts world, which" 
— starts full force at thebl^schootlevel. * 

There are some who would want a high-school- 
varsity-type schedule at the junior high level. That 
kind of thinking is absurd. 

A group of Wendell parents recently conducted a 
telephone survey asking parents of junior high - 
school students what kind of sports program they 
preferred for their children. The parents reporte- 
dly voted 31-10 in favor of an intramural progran}. 

"~EVen~lhough"lheresults"ofthirpDlI'can-be-hardly— 
considered as conclusive, they do indicate at least a 
thought pattern that should be investigated further, 
and an attitude that the Wendell school board and 
junior high school coach Yogi Behrcns should not 
brush off as just another series of complaints from 
parents who don't know the real story. 
- Behrens was quoted as saying at Ifie board 
meeting that an intramural program is where "you 
just throw the ball out; the kids get nothing," and 
later describing intramurals as "Just j)lay, and 
they can get that in RE. classes." 

Granted, some intramural program may bo 
constructed along those lines, but they don't have 
to be. Intramural programs can be as educational 
and competitive as intcr-school programs while 
maintaining that ever-important aspect of mass 
participation. 

All It lakes for an Intramural program to be an 
overall successful program is strong organiza- 
tional skills from a person who sincerely believes in 
such an approach to sports. That and a certain 
expected level of teaching skills and training .and 
background in the sports concerned'. 

If a coach is of the attitude that intramural .sports 
are of little value, they more than likely won't be. 

Junior high is a time for jliscovery ol 
fundamental athletic skills in certain sports, and

DearReader, 

Ttieso operations ore reloUvdy new. It sliows the proBrcsslvc 
nature ol whot has been happening over tho past several 
decades In managing cataracts, 

A coloract Involves an opaclflcntlim of the luiis inside the eye. 
Thls round (lobular lens is normally dear like the lens in a 
camera, to transmit light so wo can see. When It becomes loo 
cloudy because of changes that occur, It affects Uic vision. At a 
certain potot Uiesc 'lenses that have cataracts have to be 
removed If vision Is lo be restored. 
Originally, people who had such an operation had to wear vory 
s thick lenses for llielr glnssci. As a result llicro was a lot of .. 
distortion In what they could see, Tlien we came lo llic stage ot 
tho contact lenses which could be placed dlrccty over Iho/.^; 
surface of the eye. These made an enormous improvement- In 
Uie vision ot patients who had had cataracts removed. The 
dlHtortloa of what such nn Individual would sec wns greatly 

minlmiicd. .. 

Now this has been carried one Slop lurttior and In some 
instances tlic artldclol lens is placed Inside tho eye lo replace 
the opacified lens affected by "calarflcts. Tills lens cannot 
change Its aliopo and slie like a normal human lens will to 
accommodate for distance. But nevorttieleis, because of its 

locatio n It Is a further rellnement In Improving v ision after the 

lens wl'lh lis cataract formation has oeeirrcniDVCd. 

Many patients hnve reported very satisfactory Tcsulls-wllfa 
such procedures nnd have worn them (or a long lime. Whether 
or not such a procedure should be done depends a lot onlhe 
.,condltlon of the eye as a whole. Sometimes patients forget that , 
- ' tlie eye is a very complex organ nnd that IhcJens is only part of 
tho vision mechanism. If you have changes In the back of the eye 
Ir'ellno) In relationship to circulation or other factors you may 
still hnve poor vision even if the cataracts are corrected. 

The buildup of pressure you described must have been related 
to picssurc on the fluid drainage mechanism In Uie eye. We nil 
have a little filtering system that allows the buildup of fluid In 
tho eye to drain out. 

' When this goesnwry nnd pressure Increases In the eye we call 
it glaucoma. You can have glaucoma from mechanical' 
pressures even from a catarncl ot the normal eye lens if it is 
allowcdtoprogrcsstolhcpotnlthalitcrcatcaprcssure. - ^ 
- -I would consider this a relntlvcly uncommon compHcnIlpn to 
such surgery. Rely on your ophthalmologist's overall evaluation 
of your vision hi decldhig about your operation and whot kind of 

lens you should have for your best vision dflcr surgery. .

Catholic writer. 

The book and its backers,

At a 
press ' conference Tuesday, 
James Andrews, chairman ot

"We want a discussion of 
these men to take place on a 
world-wide basis," Andrews 
said, "rather than exclusively 
as the action of a narrow 
club." 

But the book also contahis a 
Strang appeal for reform of 
the elective process. Under 
the late Pope John XXIII, said 
MacEoln, the air of total 
secrecy began lo lift, only to 
tighten up again under Pope 
Paul. The next conclave, he ■ 
predicted, "will be the most- 
closed In all history." 

One o( the major complaints 
among committee members Is 
that cardinals arc molded by 
training to resemble each 
other closely on almost all the 
Issura that count.

Company seeks 
toxic approval

BRUNEAU - A Twin Falls company which lias converted an 
abandoned missile site lo a storage facility for toxic wastes' 
may receive final approval within the next two w-ccks to develop 
another nearby missile site, outside of Bruncau, for waste 
storage. 

If no new information comes up at a final public -hearinj; at 
.Bruneau Monday night, the Idaho Health Department will issue 
a permit o( opcrntioii lo Wcs-Con Co. of Twin Falls to store 
materials at the abandoned Titan iSllc A ) missile site. Wes-Con - 
has been opcralinga similar storage facility at neighboring Site 
B outside of Grand View since 1973. 

Wcs-Con was the focus of attention last Wednesday when the 
company's plan to transport pesticide wastes from Montana to 
the Grand View facility were revealed. That disposal site Is the 
only operating toxic waste disposal site In the northwest. 
Another site Is located at Booty, Nev. 

The company applied to the state for a permit for the new 
50,000 cubic-yard capacity site In June of 1977, because they say 
the first site Is ncaring capacity. Since receiving the 
application, the health department has prepared an environ- 
mental impact analysis of the facility. 

Ed Barker of the health department's Solid Waste Disposal 
division says final approval of the project will be given In one lo 
two weeks after Monday's hearing "If no new information \s 
brought up at the mccllng." 

"The people here are opposed to it, but they don't have any 
alternative answer for this," said Grand View Mayor Ben 
Johnson, who governs the closest Incorporated town to the 
proposed site. 

Johnson objects lo "making this a dumping ground for the 
area," but he acknowledged the Grand View region Is the "best 
place in Idaho" (orstoring toxic substances. 
. "It has to go somewhere," he said. 

Whun Johnson look his objections lo the &tatcj )ios.-)ldhe was-- 
askcd to suggest nn alt,cmatlve to dumping wastes ot the Grand 
View site. He said he couldn't think of any. 

Trie news of additional disposal facilities renews controversy 
surrounding the safety of Wes-Con's existing plant. In Its five 
years of operation there have been several accidents Involving 
unloading of materials nnd fires.
